FOR MARCONI DEAL 


Lloyd-George and Sir Rufus 
Isaacs Before Parliament Ad- 
mit They Made Mistakes. 


DENY INTENT AT. PROFITS 


Through Statement They May Yet 
Escape Censure Urged by 
Their Political Foes. 


HOT CLIMAX AT ENEMY’S CLAIM 


LONDON, June 18.—For the first time in 
many years British cabinet members were 
compelled today to defend their psrsonal] 
honesty before parliament. The attornéy 
general, Sir Roafus Isaacs, and the chancellor 
of the exchequer, David Lloyd Georges, ex- 
cused their dealings in American Marcon! 
shares on the floor of the house, and the final 
scene in the Marcon! affair, which their po- 
litical enemies Rad attempted to magnify 
into a scandal riyaling the Panama debacle, 
was tense and dramatic. 

The two ministers admitted they had acted 
thoughtlesely and mistakenly, although 
without dishonest Intention, and regretted 
their failure to divulge all the facts when 
they had made their denials to the house last 
October of buying English Marconi shares. 

Having finishee their defense, in deference 
to the tradition that the house should be .eft 
to discuse their conduct without the «m- 
barrassment of their presence, they walked 
from the chamber together. A great cheer 
from their partisans followed them. 


Opposition Induces Debate. 

The resolution introduced by George Cave, 
Unionist, tn behalf of the opposition, which 
brought about the debate, went no further 
than to express the regret of thé house at 
the transactions of the ministers and the 
lack of frankness displayed towards the 
house, 

By expressing their regret, thereby agree- 
ing with the resolution, the two ministers 
spiked the guns of their bitterest opponents, 
who regarded the case as an oportunity to 
make political capital.

GIVES HOME RULE 
IN UTILITIES BILL 


Senate Adopts Amendment to 
Permit Power in Cities 
of Over 20,000 Popu- 
lation. 


VICTORY TO CHICAGOANS, 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT] 

Springfield, Ill., June 19, 1 a. m.—[{Special.] 
—Chicago won its home rule fight In the sen- 
ate soon after midnight this morning, when 
the much debated article 6 was adopted by a 
vote of 81 to 16. This article gives cities of 
more than 20,000 population the right to reg- 
ulate their public utilities. 

Senator» Walter Clyde Jones of Chicago, 
Progressive, led the home rule battle and his 
principal opponent was Senator John Dailey 
of Peoria, whose hour speech contained di- 
rect attacks on Chicago's city officials. 

Despite their setback, the opponents of 
home rule continued their fight, and Senator 
Barr proposed an amendment relative to ap- 
peals by corporations and cities to the state 
commission. Senator Jones insisted this 
practically meant killing article 6 and the 
motion lost, 29 to 12. 

An amendment proposed by Senator Curtis 
to make the bill effective July 1, 1914, in- 
stead of Jan. 1, 1914, also lost, being tabled. 

Senator Hay offered an amendment to ex- 
empt regulation of stock and bond tssues 
from the commissioners’ powerm The 
amendment carried, 25 to 18. 

The bill as a whole was advanced to third 
reading. 

Argument by Senator Jones, 

Senator Jones, in arguing for home rule 
instead of a single state commission, said the 
New York state commissions, one devoted to 
New York City, are worked to death. An 
attempt to have Chicago and the remainder 
of Illinois under one commission would re- 
sult in Chicago's troubles swamping the 
board, he thought. 

“tT believe the right of Chicago to home 
rule should be safeguarded by the legisla- 
ture, as heretofore,” he said. “™ Illinois 
should not make the mistakes of Wisconsin 
and other states. This bill provides ade- 
quate distinction between the jurisdiction of 
commissions for Chicago and the state.’”” 

He cited the federal Supreme court de- 
cision in the Minnesota rate case as pro- 
viding the improbability of disputes over 
jurisdiction. Home rule would permit rate 
valuation on a thorough appraisement of 
actual valuation. New York and other 
states, he said, already had thrashed. out 
the points raised in objection. 


Denies Chicago Seeks Favor. 

Senator Glackin was another who spoke !n 
support of the amendment. He said Chicago 
did not ask or want anything that other cities 
of the state might not have. 

Under the proposed amendment, he said, 
any city tn the state, without regard to ite 
population, might either be under or out of 
the supervision of the state commission, this 
privilege being given them under the refer- 
endum clause of the amendment.

Gov. Dunne Not Convinced Sgheme 
Will Give Protettion for Initia- 
tive and Referendum. 


EXTRA SESSION PROSPECT SEEN 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 
| Springfield, Ill., June 18.—[Special.]—Pros- 
pects for adoption by the house of the Curtis 
resolution affording the preliminaries for a 
constitutional convention brightened mate- 


rially today. 

Steady accessions to the ranks of repre- 
sentatives who will vote for the resolution if 
it mets to a roll call were reported from all 
Parties, and unless there is an opposition ma- 
terialized which is not now evident the prop- 
osition has an excellent chance of going to 
the people at the November election in 1914. 

‘The propogal for a constitutional amend- 
ment for revenue reform was badly defeated 
in the senate this morning by a vote of 27 
to 22_c7t needed thirty-four votes and is dead 
for this session, 

It was opposed almost solidly by the Demo- 
cratic members and those who had made the 
fight for the Initiative and referendum, which 
went to’ its death last week. 


No Amendment Appears Possible. 

The vote and the situation which was de- 
veloped made it a practical certainty that 
there can be no constitutional amendment 
submitted by this or any other genera) as- 
sembly while there is a simultaneous effort 
in progress to amend the revenue article and 
to introduce the initiative and referendunt 
into the basic law. 

Backers of the revenue amendment in the 
house became greatly discouraged when the 
result in the senate reached them and Repre- 
sentative Rothechild tried to have his resolu- 
tion submitting the reverie amendment to 
the people called out. Representative Igve, 
chairman of the revenue committee, and one 
of the governor’s chief lieutenants In the 
initiative and referendum struggle, informed 
Representative Rothschild that he would call 
a meeting of the committee and report out 
the resolution. The meeting was called, but 
in view of the senate test there was no use 


and the revenue proposition is dead. 


Convention Outlook Brightens, 

The constitutional convention stock imme 
diately took a rise, and representatives whe 
were firmly favorable to one or the other of 
the proposed amendments began to take the 
view, and show no hesitancy in saying 50, 
that the only place to iron out the decided 
differences is a constitutional convention. 
The result is that the house may show a 
nearly unanimous vote for the Curtis resolu- 
tion if it gets to a roll call. 

Gov. Dunne is not yet convinced that a con- 
stitutional convention will answer the Te- 
quirements of initiative and referendum. 
His feeling is that the defeat of initiative and 
referendum by a narrow margin, and the 
close margin which lay between victory and 
defeat in hie losing fight for the tax bill abol- 
ishing the board of equalization which 
marked today’s proceedings in the senate, 
warrants the calling of a special session of 
this legislature during the fall to act upos 
these and other matters as yet undetermined. 


Believe Convention the Solution,

SENATE FAILS TO ADVANCE ~ 
DUNNE TAX COMMISSION BILL. 


Action Probably Will Cause Governor 
to.Call Extra Session for Decision on 


Measure. 


Springfield. IiL, June 18.—[Special.J—An 
extra session of the legislature seemed as- 
sured this evening when another of Gov. 
Dunne's pet measures, the tax commission 
bill, received what was practically its death 
blow in the senate. The defeat of the initia- 
tive and referendum and the tax commission 
measure, too, is believed to be more than 
the executive will tolerate without another 
attempt at passage. 

When the first vote was reached the bill to 
legisiate the state board of equalization out 
of existence scored a victory, the senate, by 
a vote of 25 to 24, deciding to take up the 
resolution of Senator Walter Clyde Jones to 
take the bill from the committee on elec- 
tions. 

This was opposed, Senator Ettelson and 
others cleiming that twenty-six votes were 
necessary, but Lieut.

Under the bill road and bridge laws of the 
state are revised and codified. The bill intro- 
duces fh Illinois the syetem of state aid on 
the main roids of the state, estimated at 
from 18,000 to 20,000 miles of highways. 
TheSe roads are to be selected by county 
boards, With the consent of the state high- 
Way commission. 

The state highway commission, composed 
of three members, will have general super- 
vision. of the construction of the state aid 
roads. 

Three companion measures, passed by both 
houses, appropriate $800,000 from the auto- 
mobile fund and $600,000 from the. general 
fund for use during the text two years. 

The money is to be allotted to the coun- 
ties according to their proportion of the total 
road and bridge tax of the state, except that 
Cook county is to receive 25 per cent of the 
amount it contributed to the state aid fund. 
The counties must put up an amount equal 
to the amount contributed by the state. 

This will mean that in thé next two years 
the sum of $2,800,000 ts to be spent on the 
main highways. The main roads-in Cook 
county must connect up with the main roads 
in adjoining counties.

The victory for the state civil service law 
is embodied in the opinion of the high court 
in the McWeeny case, brought as a result of 
the Seventh regiment armory fight of the 
Democrats Jast year.

The fault alleged against the state civil 
cervice act was that the amendments had not 
been printed in both senate and house and 
that if the county civil service law was un- 
constitutional because of this deficiency, as 
Was held by the Supreme court, then the state 
law must fall likewise.

State Supreme Court Holds 
County Judge Usurped 
Rights at Armory. 


SILENT ON FACTION FIGHT 
Validity of Injunctions Issued 


on Sunday Is Upheld in 
Decision. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT] 
Springfield, Ill., June 18.—( Special ]}—The 
Illinois Supreme court today reversed and 
‘remanded the judgment of Superior Court 
Judge M. L. McKinley in the cases growing 


out of the battle for possegeion of the Sev- 
enth Regiment armory in Chicago on April 
15,1912. This “ battle,” which involved exes 
and the chopping down of the armory doors, 
wae ap of the fight between the Sullivan 
and Hearst-Harrison wings of the Demo- 
cratic party in Cook county. 

The court holds that John McGillen es 
chairman of the Sullivan wing hed no prop- 
erty right in the Seventh Regiment armory 
and that the McKifftey injunction restraining 
County Judge Owens from enforcing hie de- 
eree by force of arms of the police depart- 
ment and sheriff's office was void for that 


reason only. 


Freed from Jail Sentence. 

The decision releases Judge Owens, Chief 
of Police McWeeny, Assistant Chief of Po- 
lice Herman F. Schuettler, Sheriff Michael 
Zimmer, and Election Commissioner An- 
thony Czarnecki from the $500 fine and six 
months’ imprisonment assessed as punish- 
ment by Judge McKinley for the violation of 
his injunction when the police, under the per- 
sonal direction of Judge Owens, chopped 
down the armory doors. 

The court dealt unsparingly with County 
Judge Owens, however. It held he ‘ad 
usurped his privilege in assuming to the 
control of the preliminaries of the convention 
and held unlawful his acts in appearing at 
th armory doors, giving orders which pur- 
ported to be orders of, the court, and direct- 
ing Election Commissioner Czarnecki to 
take charge of the convention hall. 


University Decision Modified. 

The decision incidentally modifies a pre- 
vious Supreme court decision—that in the 
celebrated “ university case,’’ which upset a 
score of laws. The court today held that 
it is not necessary to print in each of the 
two houses of the legislature the amend- 
ments, and that if printed in one; prior to 
final passage of the act, the constitutional 
requirement is complied with. This point 
was raised by the defendants as ground for 
declaring unconstitutional the state law re- 
quiring the granting of injunctions on Sun- 
days. The court held this law constitu- 
tional. 

The court does not attempt to establish 
the legality of either the Sullivan or the 
Heavst-Harrison county committee, each of 
which claims to be the regular party organ- 
ization in Cook county. 


Defines Powers of Judge. 

The attorneys representing Judge Owens 
and the H.-H. crowd had made the point that 
the injunction was ar unwarranted inter- 
ference with the prerogatives of the County 
court. On this point the Supreme cvuurt 
says: 

“The appellants could not justify their 
disobedience of the injunction by virtue of 
the order made by the appellant, Owens 
County courts are given certain jurisdiction 
by the constitution, but all other jurisdic- 
tion must be conferred by statute, and if 
conferred by statute the jurisdiction is lim- 
ited to such casés as are specified in the 
statute. 

“The jurisdiction of the County coart in 
election matters is derived from. the statute 
and in its exercise the court is an inferior 
court of limited jurisdiction. Under the city 
election law and the primary act of 1910 the 
County court of Cook county has a limited 
jurisdiction to act concerning certain speci- 
fied matters and to hear and determine cer- 
tain enumerated questions. 


Judge Cannot Cal] Conventions. 

“ The right to determine contests between 
precinct committeemen, to appoint election 
commissioners, and to act on questions’ con- 
cerning registration, or on other of the things 
specified in the statutes, does not include 
any authority to act In respect to other mat- 
ters. 2 

‘There is nothing in any statute from 
which it could be inferred that the County 
court or its judge has jurisdiction to fix the 
hour’ or place of county conventions or to 
take charge of its organization. The primary 
act of 1910 provides that the county central] 
committee shall meet at the county seat.and 
proceed to organize by electing from its own 
number a chairman and such other officers 
as may’be rleemed advisable by the conven- 
tion. a 

‘'In determining election contests, whether 
of precinct committeemen or other officers, 
the court is empowered anly to determine who 
was elected. It ¢annot even pass on the 
validity of the eléction or the qualification 
of a candidate to hold the office. 


“Inexcusable Disrégard of Law.” 

““Owens had no authority to organize the 
convention or determine who should organize 
it. and-the making of the order and personal 
attempt to enforce it were an inexcusable dis- 
regard of the law and the statutes. His order 
has a double aspect, as‘an attempt to reg- 
ulate the holding and organization of the 
convention, and also to exercise the power 
of a congervator of the peace, in which ¢a- 
pacity the order recited that the judge was 
acting. 

*‘ All judges of courts of record within their 
respective jurisdictions, and justices of the 
peace, are consetvatorp of the peace, but 
their powers in this respect give them no 
right to organize conventions, breaking down 
doors for the purpose, orto order the arrest of 
persone using disrespectful language toward 
them, none of which acts bear any relation 
to the duties of a peace officer. 

“ Of course, Owens dif not act as a court 
at the armory, since courts are not migratory 
and can only exercise their functions in the 
places appointed by law. The order entered 
of record and the orders given by Owens at 
the armory were no protection to any of the 
plaintiffs, and the sheriff and police offieers 
were not justified in obeying them. The 
order, on its face, showed a lack of judgment, 
and the advice of attorneys is never a justi- 
fication for contempt.” | 


Courts and Politics Separate. 

Proceeding tothe point on which the case 
was reversed and remanded, the opinion 
says: 

“If the injunction was void because of 
the want of jurisdiction of the judge to 
grant the writ, it could be disregarded with 
impunity and it is contended that the judge 
was without jurisdiction in this case because 
the bill sought to interfere with political 
rights. 

“ The .general rule is well established that 
the judicial department of the government 
has no right to interfere with or attempt 
to control a citizen in the exercise of po.

“On account of the grave coOnsequences 
which might result both to the courts and 
the people if the courts were to take juris- 
diction of political matters, it has always 
been held that they have no right to inter- 
fere in these matters. 

“Injury to property whether actual or pro- 
spective is the foundation upon which the 
jurisdiction of courts of equity rests, and if 
there is a foundation for equitable juris- 
diction the fact that the determination of 
the controversy may depend upon the decti- 
sion of the political question will not de- 
prive the courte of jurisdiction. 


Rights Held by McGillen. 


“Under that rule it is contended that Me- 
Gillen had a property right im the armory 
under virtue of his lease, and that he hada 
standing in a court of equity, like any other 
property holder, to protect his property 
rights by injunction against a threatened 
interference and that the protection of the 
property: right.carried with ita right to say 
who should or should not enter the armory 
during the time appointed for the convention 
while he was lessee. 

‘It is true he hada lease of the premises 
and paid part of the rent and was liable for 
the rest, as well as for any damage to the 
property, but the purpose for which hisright 
Was acquired was a holding of a Democratic 
convention and the exercising of political 
rights. 

‘**He was chairman of the county central 
committee until a new one should be elected 
and was the proper officer to fix the placeand 
time at which the convention should be held 
and to preside over the preliminary organi- 
zation of the convention. Hejmatie himself 
liable for the rent and for the repairs of the 
damage, but did itas representing the county 
convention of the Democratic party and took 
the lease for the use of the members of the 
convention. 


Political Rights in Jeopardy. 


“While the lease provided that no one 
should enter the building except by his per- 
mission; he had no right to exclude any one 
who was a precinct committeeman, and if 
the court could decide who should be allowed 
to attend a political convention or could 
authorize McGillen to decide there would bea 
serious interference with poiltical rights. 

“Courts of equiiy look to substance and

MEASURES TO CONFERENCE. 


Dunne Gets Others for Signature After 
Agreement by Two Branches. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Springfield, Ill., June 18.—[Special.}—The 
Maclean pure food bill—known recently as 
the bakeshop bill—went to third reading in 
the house this afternoon after it had been 
amended vitally by Representative Shurtleff. 

The amendment provides that restaurants 
and bakeries in railroad stations shall be 
Placed under the supervision of the railroad 
and warehouse commission, and all of the 
proviso of the original .bill, which ran to 
hotels and basement bakeries in general 
is eliminated. The Shurtleff amendment, it 
is learned, is intended to apply only to the 
Northwestern depot. 

The Hay legislative reference buréau bill, 
backed now by the administration, struck 
a bump in the senate today. The senators 
refused to concur in the house amendments 


to it because one of them provided that the ) 
; president of the senate inetead of the Heu- 


tenate governor, should be a member of the 
legislative commission. The house refused 
to recede and the bill was sent to conference. 


Omnibus Bill to Conference. 

The omnibus appropriation bill was sent 
to conference also. The senate and house 
are about half a million dollars apart on 
the amendments. 

The real purpose of the conference is to 
rétain possession of the bill and to pass it 
at the last moment, so that it can inclu 
all appropriations necessitated by the legis- 
lation of the final hours. The senate coén- 
ferees are Hay, Magill, Hurburgh, Barr, 
Gorman, Hearn, and O'Connor. The house 
conferees are Shanahan, Rapp, Smejkal, 
Dudgeon, McLaughlin, Mitchell, and Hunt. 

The nonpartisan election of aldermen bill 
died today in the house. Representative 
Medill McCormick did not insist on a roll 
call, he said, because he knew that it could 
not pass and he did not want to block the 
way for a vote on the bill limiting the hours 
of work for women. 

The latter bill, passed by the house after 
midnight last night, reached the senate this 
morning, and was advanced to second read- 
ing without reference by a vote of 2 to 20. 
The women claim that it will be passed by 
the senate. It is a straight fifty-four hour 
bill. 

Measures Now Up to Dunne. 

The senate concurred in the house amend- 
ments to the administration fish and game 
bill, and it now goes to the governor. 

The house concurred in the senate amend- 
ments to the Provine Appellate court report 
bill. and it also went to the governor. 

The house concurred in the senate amend- 
ments to the Municipal court:bill, and it is 
up to the governor. 

The house concurred to the senate amend- 
ménts to the workmen's compensation act, 
and it goes to the governor. 


Clear Calendars of Money Bills. 

Both bodies cleared their calendars of ap- 
propriation bills, passing most of them with- 
out amendment.

All unpd@ssed senate bills in the senate and 
all unpassed house bills in the house, total- 
ing about 500, died automatically tonight.

RAILROAD REGAINS BIG FEE. 


Burlington Wins Supreme Court Deci- 
sion Based on Landee Bill Passed 
During Last Session. 


Springfield, Ill., June 18.—[{Special.}—The 
Burlington railroad, relying upon the Lan- 
dee bill, passed in the last session of the lee- 
islature, will recover the $110,000 fee which 
it had paid to Secretary of State Doyle under 
protest and get its charter extended upon 
payment of $2.50. This action will .result 
from an opinion of the Supreme court hand- 
ed down today. 

The opinion came down while there was 
pending on third reading in the hovese the 
Magill senate bill éompelling all railroad cor- 
porations to pay the regular incorporation

DOUBLE PLATOON 
Hense Accepts Measure Which 


Was Forced Forward by 
Lee O0’Neil Browne. 
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MUST RETURN TO SENATE. 


Opponents Claim Majority of 
Men Who Are Affected 
Do Not Want It. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Springfield, If., June 18.—[Special. }—Rep- 
resentative’ Lee O'Neil Browne won his fight 
for the double platoon bill for Chicago fire- 
men when he forced it through the house by 
a vote of 838 to 39. It is a senate bill and 
must go back to the senate for concurrence 
in house amendments, one of which rad- 
ically changes the referendum feature, pro- 
viding that’ a majority of those yoting on 
the proposition rather than a majority of 
those voting at the election shall be needed 
to put it In force. 

Representative P. J. Sullivan of the Twen- 
ty-ninth district opposed the bill at every 
stage. He was backed by Representative 
Medill_ McCormick from the same district. 

Sullivan insisted that the bulk of the fire- 
men do not want the double platoon syetem; ; 
that they work only twenty days a month, 
have satisfactory hours, and want no change. 
He had a petition against the bill which he 
said was signed by more than one-half of 
the working firemen. ' 

The bill had hard sailing in the senate and 
may strike the récks when it is called up for 
concurrence in amendments. One of the 
points urged against the referendum amend- 
ment was that the proposed law can go re- 
peatedly to the people if it fails of ratification 
and that the fire department will be split 
open by interna! strife. : 


SEYFERLICH SEES FINAL DEFEAT. 

A campaign by members of the fire depart- 
ment to prevent a favorable referendum vote 
on the two platoon bill, if it finally passes the 
legislature, Was predicted by Chief Seyfer- 
lich. 

“The men don't want the system,” he said. 
“ They have opposed it at every opportunity. 
I'll wager 1,400 of the 1,800 members of the 
department would vote against it. The only 
force back of. it is a group of labor union 
men led by John O'Neill, a former member 
of the departmcnt. It isa union labor move 
and not a step for the improvement of the 
department.”’ 

The chief said the enactment of the bill 
into law would leave the people of Chicazo 
facing two propositions. One would be that 
of giving the fire department $1,000,000 more 
a year, and the other that of watching the 
fire fighting forces cut down one-third, either 
in the number of companies or in the number 
of men assigned to duty at one time. 


Plan Appeal to Voters, 

“Iq will be up to the voters,’ he said, 
“if the senate passes the house amendment 
and Gov. Dunne signs the bill. They can 
then decide whether they want to keep the 
department at its present strength without 
increased expense, or want to take one of the 
other propositions—either increase the ex- 
pense one-third or cut down the force on 
waich one-third. 

“To my mind there is only one side to the 
question, as there would be difficulty in ob- 
taining that $1,000,000 a year from the city 
treasury. Why, the entire municipality has 
been crippled for six months by the loss of 
$2.500,000, We haven't been able to get money 
for modern equipment, and ft has been out 
of the question

The motion to table was lost on a roll call

up the salary bill, 

In explaining his vote Representative Ab- 
bott said he had just talked to Gov. Dunne 
regarding the salary’bill and the anti-pass 
bill, and that the executive wanted both the 
bills passed. . He reported that the governor 
had told him he would veto the salary bill 
if it came to him without the anti-paes bill 


Dunne Silent on Anti-Pass Bill. 

Asked if the governor would veto the anti- 
pass bill if the salary bill did not accompany 
it, Abbott replied that the governor was si- 
lent on that. Abbott said Gov. Dunne told 
~+him that in his opinion $3,500 would be a fair 
compensation for the two year salary of a 
member of the legislature. 

With the passage of the salary bill, Repre- 
sentative Fitch renewed his efforts to have 
the anti-pass bill read a second time and ad- 
vanced to third reading.

Intimidation of Farmers Seen. 

They are accused by local butter men of 
holding up pricés tn efforts to induce farm- 
ers to refuse to sell their butter to Chicago 
merchante, excépt on the basis of Elgin quo- 
tations. Local jobbers who have contracted 
for their supplies on that basis are now pay- 
ing 20 cents a pound for the product laid

ine They are forced to ask the retailer 31 to 82 


cents a pound, which means a cost of 4 to 
35 cénts a pound over the retail counter. Ac- 
cording to merchants here the consumption 


of bitter has been greatly curtailed by the 


high prices and the product that ts not be- 
ing consumed is going into cold Storage at 
the rate of more than 4,000,000 pounds a 
week. 

Production This Year Huge. 

Production of butter this spring hes been 
tremendous, but thie maintenance of prices at 
an unusual level has prevented consumers 
from deriving any benefit, and merchants say 
there is no relief in sight wnless the burden 
being carried by receivers, who own most of 
the butter in storage, becomes so heavy théy 
collapse under the weight of it. 

That such an outcome is feared !s indicated 
by theaction of bankers who make a business 
of loaning money and accépting butter jin 
storagé as fécurity, These bankers, It is said, 
are restricting loans of this character and 
demanding a larger premium than ordinarily.

BEGUN BY WOMEN 


“Jury” Idea Not Entirely 
Given Up, for 13 Act-One 
“Jurist,” 12 “Jurors.” 


EX~JUDGE’ JONES ACTIVE 


From Front Seat She Directs 
Proceedings, Whi¢h Include 
Report on Child Cases, 


Ex‘ Judge "’ Minona Jones was not on the 
bench yesterday when the first hearing in 
the “‘ trial of Superior Judge William Feni- 
more Cooper took place. The meeting at the 
Hotel La Salle was held under the auspices 
of the Woman's Civic council Dr. Lillian 
Thompson presided. Ex-*' Judge’ Jones was 
fn a front seat. 

Mrs. Jones was unwilling to give up her 
judge and jury idea altogether, however. 
Among the many things she moved wes that 
the council be restricted to thirteen women— 
presumably twelve jurors and a judge. ; 

“We would have the whole town in here 
if we didn’t make some restriction,” she ex- 
plained. The motion paseed. 

The first session of the.‘ trial’ of Judge 
Cooper, who is accused of leniency in the 
punishment of crimes against women and 
children, consisted chiefly of a report of a 
case in Municipal Juége Fisher's court in 
the Shakespeare avenue court lam Friday, 
and a report of the state's attorney, read by 
Assistant State's Attorney Marry Berger, in 
which the cases of tne sex crimes tried be- 
fore Judge Cooper were retold. 

The meeting opened with six women “ ex- 
jurymen," or councilors, present, and twelve 
reporters and photographers—six of the lat- 
ter being from one paper. Six more women 
came in later. 

Judge Fisher Criticised. 

Dr. Thompson called for the report of the 
committee which was to investigate the case 
in the court of Judge Fisher. The commit- 
tee was made up of Mrs. Lucile Holmes and 
Mrs. H. B. Barnard. Mrs. Holmes asserted 
Judge Fisher had handled the case in an un- 
fair manner. She said Judge Pinckney of 


previous case in which the same girl was in- 
volved. ; 

Mrs. F. H. Greene moved the report be 
accepted and Mrs. Jones seconded the mv- 
tion. The discussion in favor of the report 
was long. , 

‘* Question,"’ said some one. 

“ There is a motion before the house,” said 
“ Judge "’ Jones from her seat. “ Allin favor 
signify——'’ 

“Wait a minute,” interrupted Dr. Thomp- 
son, successor in the chair of the “ judge.” 
‘* All in favor of the motion signify by saying 
Aye.” 

Cooper “‘Record” Cited. , 

Ex-"Judge’’ Jones then was called on for 
the report of her committee to investigate the 
court records of Judge Cooper. 

“The state's attorney has compiled my re- 
port,’ she replied, “ and it fs in the hands of 
Assistant State's Attorney Berger.” 

Mr. Berger read first from a letter of Dr. 
Thompson written to the state's attorney 
after she had been appointed chairman of 
the council. 

“The women of Chicago have appointed 
mé to look to their protection,’’ read the let- 
ter. She asked for the cotdperation of the 
gtate's attorney, and the latter replied, ina 
letter, that he would do whatever he could 
to assist In the investigation. Then Mr. Ber- 
ger read a summary of the sex ‘crime cases 
that had come before Judge Cooper. He was 
interrupted by Mrs. Jones. 


Stop Reading of Report. 

“ Haven't we heard enough of this to get 
an idea of the court's attitude?’ sheasked. 

‘ We have heard enough to show us there ‘s 
sufficient cause for our action and that we 
should go as far into it as wecan,"’ said Mrs. 
Greene. The reports are perfectly heart- 
rending. It is almost impossible to sit and 
listen. I can't see how it could happen ina 
civilized country and with human beings. I 
move that our attorney read no more and 
that we accept his report.” 

“ You don't understand I am your attor- 
ney?’’ asked Mr. Berger. ‘J am the repre- 
sentative of the state's attorney.” 

** No,"’ said Mra. Greene; “ we haven't any 
attorney as yet. I want to add that we accept 
the report ‘with thanks.'" ‘“ Judge” Jones 
made the second, and the partially read re- 
port was accepted in full. 


Committee to Seek Evidence. 

Then ‘“ Judge” Jones moved that a com- 
mittee be appointed to go further in obtain- 
ing evidence against Judge Cooper. 

“There are others who have made com- 
plaints,” she said. “We want to make a 
thorough Investigation. When we have gone 
to the bottom of this we shall invite Judge 
Cooper to come in with his witnesses and 
make whatever excuses or explanations he 
has for his actions.” 

Mrs. Greene seconded the motion, and it 
was passed. Mrs. Holmes and Mrs. Bernard 
were again appointed as the committee. 

“They say women can't do anything,” 
said Mrs. Greene. ‘* We'll show them.” 

The open meeting adjourned and an ex- 
ecutive session was held. It was decided te 
hold a meeting tonight at the La Salle, at 
which jurymen, witnesses, relatives, and 
in the cases which Judge 
Cooper tried will be heard by the councilors.

Baldwin Denies Ouster. 

Chief Justice Jesse A. Baldwin of the Cir- 
cuit court yesterday held he was without 
jurisdiction to entertain the Hoyne quo War- 
ranto petition to oust Northup. He decided 
that as both Judges Cooper and Kersten pre- 
side over courts of concurrent jurisdiction 
with his he has no authority to interfere 
with their individual appointments. 

In effect, Judge Baldwin maintained that 
special. state’s attorneys are not officers 
within the meaning of the law, but assist- 
ants of the court naming them or aids of the 
grand juries over which they are directed 
to preside. State’s Attorney Hoyne anh- 
nounced his intention of appealng to the Su- 
preme court. 

While expressing the hope that the pres- 
ent “anomalous situgtion may be spéedily 
relieved,’"” Judge Baldwn did not attempt 
to decide whether Judge Cooper or Judge 
Kersten had prior jurisdicion of the fraud 
inquiry. He inferentially indicated, how- 
ever, that Judge Kersten had violated judi- 
cial courtesy in entertaining a petition for a 
special grand jury when notice of a similar 
petition had previously been filed with Judge 
Cooper. 


Inferentially Slaps Kersten. , 
“There has grown wp a well recognized 
practice that when any judge of ether of 
those courts has an application made to him 

for some action,’’ he said, “and learns th 
subject matter is then pending before“an- 
other judge of the same court, out of defer- 
ence to this well recognized judicial cbur- 
tesy he declines to entertain jurisdiction,

; even though he has a legal right toproceed.” 


He followed this observation with the state- 
ment that in his belief both Judges Cooper 
and Kersten were acting within their Rgal 
rights, and he exgressed confidence in their 
integrity. 

Referring specifically to the alleged elec- 
tion frauds, Judge Baldwin said: ‘‘ Thusfar 
nothing has developed which would justify 
me in the conclusion there were any exten- 
sive frauds."’ 
instances in the state's attorney recount 
where he believed the law was violated, and, 
while not numerous, were sufficiently serious 
to warrant an investigation by, a grand jury. 


Advocates Thorough Inquiry. 

“ The jury,”’ he said, “‘ should be so selocted 
and so aided as to remove the slightest sus- 
picion that it is dominated either by interests 
especially friendly or hostile to any of the 
candidates—the investigation should he 
thorough, without favor or malice. I re- 
important that the Investigation

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GUARD AGAINST PANICS. 


Opponents Claim Measure Will 
; Strengthen Power of 
| Financiers.

Washington, D. C., June 18.—[Special.J— 
The administration banking and currency 
reform bill, which was published in THE 
TRIBUNE this morning, is commended and 
condemned by banking expertsin congress. 

There is no question ofits wide difference 
from the discarded Aldrich plan in the pro- 
vision it makes for a large measure of gov- 
é¢rnment supervision and modified control. 
The Aldrich plan placed the control abso- 
Ibtely in the hands of the banks. The admin- 
igtration bill, if enacted, will, it is claimed, 
@esure these substantial advantages: 

4. It will operate as a safeguard against 
panics and periods of extreme money 
stringency through the increase in the 
power of the banks both in the utilization 
of reserves and in the issuance of money. 

2. By facilitating the securing of money 
by the banks it will be easier for the busi- 

) ess interests of the country to obtain 
banking accommodation. 

3. It gives recognition to commercial 
paper as: the safest possible banking 
asset. 

4. It provides for the ret#stablishment 
of the bill of exchange as a credit. instru- 
ment. 


Main Objections to Bill. 
The prime dejectione raised to the measure 
@re thus set forth: , 

1. It maintainseBKe present banking sys- 
tem, including the practices and methods 
which have subjected it to such sharp 
criticism. . 

=. Without changing either the banksor 
the practices it provides for the establish- 
ment of an additional system of banks 
which uncer ineffective government con- 
frol will operate to help the banks and 
Prevent them from becoming Involved in 
difficulties, no matter what their practices, 
may be 
It long has been recognized that the im- 

portant defect of the existing system, outside 
of its tendency to collapse at inopportune 


_times, is tHat it controls the credit of the na- 


tion. Moreover. that control has been used 
to restrict and hamper legitimate business, 
while speculative schemesin which the banke 
are directly interested have been promoted. 


Money Used in Speculation. | 

The money trust investigation established 
that some of the strongest and dominant 
banking organizations, instead of confining 
theniselves to legitimate banking, have de- 
voted themselves largely to stock inflation 
and other exploitation propositions. These 
practices have tended to centralize control of 
business and industry in the banks. 

It is declared by experts that in order to 
free credit and guard against domination of 
banking combirations a reform of the bank- 
ing system must include a means for compel- 
ling some banks at ieast to operate as com- 
mercial hanks solely. It should also be ar- 
ranged that the speculative and promotion 
banks should be required to confine their 
operations to these particular lines. 

In short, under the present system, both 
commercial-and speculative business is done 
by the same institutions, and as the specula- 


‘tive business holds out promise of greater 


rewards, the temptation is to engage in it 
at.the expense or legitimate business. 

The natural result is that speculative busi!- 
ness obtains the greater part of the money 
intrusted to the banks. 


Seek Control by Government. 

President Wilson and his advisers support 
the administration bill because of their view 
that in the proposed system of reserve banks 
éffective control is given to the government. 
The bill creates a central board of control 
to consist of nine members. three of whom 
shall be the secretary of_the treasury, the 
se-retary of agriculture, and the secretary of 
commerce, three to be representatives of the 
banks, and three to’represent commerce, 
industry,’ and agriculture. 

Tae government thus will have. six mem- 
bers of the central. board as against three 
chosen by the banks. 

The board is to have exclusive authority 
over the issuance of currency and is -em- 
powered to do many other things, all of 
which relate. however, only to the manage- 
ment end operation of the reserve banks, 
These reserve banks will be owned by the 
national banks ané will be operated by boards 
of directors, six of the nine members of which 
will be representatives of the banks. 


Re:zerve Bank’s Chief Functions. 

The chief functions of these banks will be 
to rediscount commercial paper for the na- 
tio 
the national board of control, and distribute 
that currency among the banks. It is ap- 
parent they will give great assistance to the 
national banks because, under the bill, the 
national banks will deposit their reserves 
with the reserve banks. and then if they want 
to use those reserves they can borrow them 
back again by depositing with the reserve 
banks commercial paper acceptable to those 
banks. t ;

national banks or Changes the relations be- 
tween the banks and their customers, or the 
practices of some banks in discriminating 
againet legitimate business in favor of specu- 
lation and promotion. It is declared that 
government supervision and control of re- 
serve banks is of minor importance, inas- 
much as the reserve banks are to deal solely 
with the national banks. 


Bankers May Curb Reserves. 

The bill authorizes the central board to per- 
mit the reserve banks to buy in the opep 
market prescribed commercial paper and 
other securities whenever the reserve banks 
have surplus money on hand. co 

It is doubtful if the national banks will 
permit advantage to be taken of this per- 
mission. Such banks will coritrol the di- 
rectorates of all the reserve banks and it 
would be like giving the individual bankers 
the privilege of cutNng their own throats if 
they felt so inclined. 

Under the bill all existing national banks 
may become members of the reserve district 
association. Once these associations ure 
formed, no other banking organization can 
obtain membership except on the written con- 
sent of a majority of the members. It is 
deciared the chances are that such a pro® 
vision will prevent the organization of new 
national banks, except in towns.where none 
exists. 

The bill makes provision against specula- 
tive banking, but in such manner thet it 's 
declared to be ineffective. The reserve banks 
will not discount for speculative purposes, 
but they cannot nor will they attempt to im- 
pose restrictions upon the national banks, 
affecting the use by the latter of money ob- 
tained by them from the reserve banks upon 
commercial paper. 


Depositors May Protest. 

To avoid apparent danger of inflation in the 
matter of note issues, the bill sacrifices the 
security now enjoyed by depositors with 
the intent to'make the netes absolutely safe. 
The new motes are to be based on gold and 
securities held by the reserve banks, to whicb 
they are issued and are then to be firet liens 
against all the assets of the national banks 
to which the reserye banks may distribute 
them. 

The effect of this will he-to make the note- 
holder the preferred creditor of the bank and 
the depositors the holder of a second mort- 
gage only. This provision probably will lead 
to emphatic protests. It will be claimed that 
the notes are so strongly secured that they 
will not really interfere with the security of 
the depositor, but against this it will be 
urged if the security of the depositor is not 
needed to make the note safe, why should it 
be interfered with? 


BANKERS HERE SATISFIED. 

Chicago bankers generally expressed them- 
ecives as satisfied with the proposed curren- 
cy reforms advocated by the federal admin- 
istration and outlined by THE TRIBUNE yes- 
terday morning. Most of the leading finan- 
ciers of the city are either at Atlantic City 
attending the annual bankers’ convention 
or are on vacaions, but a number of those 
still here expressed themselves as satisfied 
ky the general plan. 

David R. Forgan, president of the National 
City bank, said the propoged plan as outlined 
did not go as far as he, along with other 
bankers who have studied the situation, de- 
sired, but that it was acceptable to him. 

“The plan, as I undertsand it. 1s based 
upon stientific financial principles as out- 
lined by the Aldrich commission,” he said. 
“These ideas are in general use in Europe 
and it does not require much thought to see 
that they work much better than our outworn 
banking methods now in vogue in this coun- 
try. 

“It probably will escape the objections 
raised by the enemies of the Aldrich bill to 
the effect that too great power was placed 
in the handp of the bankers. In my opinion 
the cry raised on that score was not justified 
by the actual provisions of the Aldrich bill,

Urges a: Central Reserve. 

William A: Tilden of the Fort Dearborn 
National bank objected to the failure of the 
proposed bill to provide a central reserve. 

**In that extent it fs a poorer measure than 
the Aldrich bill,”’ he gaid, ** but it cam be said 
for it that it gathers the reserves now scat- 
tered in individual banks into district reserve 
banks and to. that degree it isan improvement 
over present conditions. 

‘The trouble with our present financial sys- 
tem has been that,our bank reserves are scat- 
tered so thordughly that they are unavailable 
in. a crisis. -The reserves are large enough 
to withstand any stringency if they could be 
used to advantage. but to be so used they 
must be concentrated in some central system. 
It is my belief that the establishment of one 
central reserve is the best plam that could be 


put into operation, but if we cannot have that 
a number of district reserves would be an 
advance that is needed.”’

‘Senate Instructs Committee 
to Subpena Chairman of 
Union Pacific. 


NEW LINE OF HEARINGS. 


More Letters in Regard to Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean Are-Read 
to Senators. 


Washington, D. C., June 18.—[Spetial.]— 
The senate today ordered the Overman com- 
mittee to subpcena Robert 8S. Lovett, chair- 
man of the board of directors of the Union 
Pacific, to appear as a witness in the lobby 
investigation. { 

This action was taken to give Mr. Lovett a 
chance to explain a published statement cred- 


| ited to him yesterday in New York, that 


lobbyists had sought to secure employment 
from the Union Pacific on the ground that 
they would be able to influence a settlement 
of the Union Pacific-Southern Pacific disso- 
lution case in Washington. 

The committee also granted the reqriftt of 
Melville E. Stone, general manager of the 
Associated Press, who asked to be allowed 
to testify tomorrow regarding claims made 
in some of the letters produced yesterday 
as to the publicity the beet sugar interests 
hoped to secure through the Associated 
Press. 


More Inter Ocean Letters. 

The reading of further correspondence of C. 
C. Hamlin of the beet sugar lobby today dis- 
closed additional letters relating to the 
scheme of the sugar men to make an invest- 
ment im the ChicagofInter Ocean before it 
changed hands. In an unsigned carbon copy 
of a letter supposed to have been written 
by Hamlin to R. W. Kelly, president of the 
Holly Sugar company of Denver, Hamip 
urges his consideration of a mimeograph let- 
ter and says: 

‘*T am satisfied that if we can ald Mr. Hin- 
man in this respect we will have secured a 
publicity avenue which it will be difficult, if 
not impossible, to get in any other way. I 
have checked the matter up carefully. While 
the bonds do not’constitute asecurity which 
could be readily converted; I think they are 
absolutely safe and that the incidental bene- 
fits we would receive would be equal to the 
face of the bonds themseives.”’ 

Replying to the Hamlin letter, Mr, Kelly 
declined to make the investment. 


Personal Influence Great. 

A letter almost similar to that written to 
Kélly, was found addressed, presumably by 
Hamlin, to J. Ross Clark at Los Angeles. 
The letter declared that the “* value behind 
them (the bonds) assures their ultimate 
payment and the incidental benefit which we 
will derive not’ only through the paper but 
on account of Mr. Hinman’'s personal influ- 
ence in Washington will be very great.”’ 

Hamlin wrote Hinman saying that C, 8. 
Morey, president of the Great Western Sugar 
company at Denver, “is ready to take up 
$5,000 of the bonds at any time.” Hinman 
replied hevould “do aS you say as regards 
Mr. Morey, and saying he would like “ to put 
our arrangement into effect at the earliest 
possible moment.” 

Hamiin also wrote to Thomas R. Cutler of 
the Utah-Idaho Sugar company at Sak 
Lake, putting up the Inter-Ocean proposition 
to him and dwelling upon its value to the 
sugar interests. 

“ Have checked the matter up from all 
angles,’’ the letter continues, “ and am gsat- 
isfied that Mr. Hinman is a man who can be 
depended upon. His circle of friends and 
acquaintances in Wa#hington is wide andin- 
fluential. Among others have talked the 
matter over with Senator Smoot. and he 
seems to be impressed with its importance’’ 

Still another letter on the Inter-Ocean deal 
was addressed to R. P. Davie at Los Angeles, 


Letters Show Lobby Plan. 

The committee made public, over the pro- 
tests of a lawyer representing Henry T. Ox- 
nard and Truman G. Palmer, a series of let- 
ters written by these two beet sugar repre- 
sentatives, showing a long continued effort 
to influence legislation in Washingt )n; to 
control congressional committees; and to 
direct national political affairs in support 
of the continuance of a protective sugar 
tariff.

Oxnard-Palmer letters covered a

pcriod from 1006, when Philippine free trade | 
came up, through the Roosevelt administra- | 
tion, the political campaign of 1008, and into 
the Taft administration. 

Most of the Oxnard letters were w:itten 
in longhand and signed “‘ Henry T. Oxnard." 
Some of the Palmer letters were typewritten 
earbon capies, but were identified by Harry 
A. Austin, clerk in Mr. Paulemr’s offices. 

Assurances that certain senators would be 
on the senate Philippine committec; that 
“no stone was being left uniurned to get 
real_protectionists "" on the house way: and 
means committee; and that strong pressure 
could be, and was being, brought to bear cn 
members of both houses to accomplish vari- 
ous ends, appeared frequently. 


“Bring Pressure on Cannon.” 

To Palmer om Oct. 15, 1907, Oxnard wrote 
from Upperville, Va.: 

*“*T had beerrtrying to find out what chances 
we had on ways and means and‘am glad to 
get the information you give on. that line. 
Will bring.all pressure Icanon Cannon. His 
political manager, Congreésman Littauer of 
New York. is a strong personal friend of 
mine, and this summer at Saratoga outlined 
to me his plan of campaign for Uncle Joe. I 
shall expect to bring strong pressure through 
Littauer.”’ 

BE hy és of a letter to Oxnard dated Oct. 1. 
1907, and apparently from Palmer said ip 
part: 

“In Denver I saw both Senators Teller 
and Patterson. Patterson told me Lodge ad- 
mitted to him that the Philippine matter was 
not one of philanthropy and stated to him 
that we had these islands for the purpose of 
exploiting them with American capital and 
that we were going to doit. 

“Teller told me that Aldrich told him that 
he and his crowd would stand by us and try 
and keep the bill in the committee, but that 
if it got on to the floor of the senate they 
would have to stay with theri party and vote 
for the passage of the bill.”’ 


Better Avoid Convention. 
Oxnard wrote to Palmer on July 1, 1908: 
‘After going over the situation with our 

friends here most carefully it was deemed 
best that I should not put in an appearance 
at the Denver convention, and I feel it might 
be better if you also stayed away. It is all 
right for Morey and Gove to bethere. But 
I feel that our presence would do no good 
and might do some harm with our Répub- 
lican friends at Washington next winter. 
All here take the same view.” 

The character of the publicity by the bect 
sugar men was outlined in one of the un- 
signed letters in the Ham correspondence 
addressed to Sidney Ballou, one of the active 
figures in the Hawaiian sugar organization 
It said the beet sugar men had made a 
contract with the Press Service company 
at $2.500 a month for publicity. 

“They guarantee the publication of 50,000 
lines a month of matter pertaining to the 
sugar industry,’’ the letter added. It stated 
further that 30,000 copies of speeches by 
Representative Morgan, 30,000 by Repre- 
sentative Pickett of Iowa, and 8,000 by Rep- 
resentative Martin wére being sent out. 


Letter Refers: to Dr. Wiley. 

Another unsigned letter, dated May 2, 
1912. addressed to Sidney Ballou, said: 

“TI believe our greatest opportunity for 
publicity will arise in connection with the 
national campaign. The Republican party 
will. of necessity, be compelled to make the 
tariff an issue and the fight will probably 
center around sugar. As soon as 
the conventions are over it is our purpose 
to get in touch with the campaign man- 
agers with a view to having their speakers 
fully posted upon the sugar question. 

“In fact. I am personally of the opinion 
that it would be well for us to put a few 
good men on the campaign committee who 
will give particular attention to sugar. I 
believe that miore people are to be reached 
in this way than in any other. 

‘‘You asked me particularly with refer- 
ence to Dr. Wiley. As you were advised, 
the doctor made us a propositidn for lectures. 
which wag accepted. When he got into har- 
ness, however, he found that he had under- 
taken more than he could perform, and asked 
to be released. We did not deem it wise to 
insist, as we felt it highly desirable to have 
Dr. Wileys friendship and codperation. He 
had agreed, however, to deliver a few lec- 
tures. By looking carefully after the pub- 
licity end of these lectures we believe we can 
secure some good results.” 


Worked Upon “Uncle Joe.” 

Another written, apparently by Palmer, 
from Irving Park, Chicago, Oct. 7, 1907, to 
Oxnard at Upperville, Va., said: 

“Wakeman was with Uncle Joe for four 
hours and feels that he accomplished some- 
thing, although he did not feel a® liberty to 
tell me much in detail. From here he went 
to Cincinnati at Foraker’s request to meet 
him. He is leaving no stone unturned in his 
efforts to get real protectionists put on to the 
committee on ways and means to fill the five 
vacancies. He is certain that Fordney, for 
one, will be appointed, but did not mention 


any other names.”

MORE REVENUE GAINED. 


Members Agree to Repeal Brandy 
Exemption; Tariff on Wheat 
Will Not Be Changed. 


Washington, D. C., June 18.—An eleventh 
hour discovery that the sugar schedule of 
the Underwood tariff bill contained .a 
“ joker "which would have opérated to make 
all refined sugar-dutiable at 2cents a pound 
and nullify the provision for free sugar after 
three years. resulted today in an amendment 
by majority members of the Benate finance 


committee. at 

Elimination in the Underwéod bill of the 
Dutch standard of color, whith has been in 
tariff bills for many years, it was discov- 
ered, made applicable to all tefined sugar a 
paragraph from the Payne-Aldrich bill re- 
lating to confectionery, which included the 
following words: ‘ Sugars after being re- 
fined, when tinctured, colored, or inany way 
adulterated, 2 cents per pound.’ | 

The majority members of the finance com- 
mittee had their attention called to this 
matter by Senator Sheppard of Texas, who 
wae petitioned by the chamber of commerce 
of Greenville, Tex., to look into the provis- 
lon which they believed might defeat the pur- 
pose of the administration and the majority 
in congress as to ultimate free sugar. 


Afraid of Double Meaning. 

It was suggested that the bill as it stood 
could be so construed as t® apply to all 
refined sugar, which in betng refined is” 
colored with ultramarine. The Dutch stand- 
ard, which was taken out in the house bill, 
stipulated specifically as to the coloring of 
refined sugar. 

Members of the finance committee ordered 
an investigation and President Wilson, when 
his attention was called to &, agreed that 
if should be looked into. | ’ 

Late today the majority niembers of the 
committee received expert reports that the 
provision might operate as a joker and they 
promptly struck out the language as it re- 
ferred to refined sugars and left it applicable 
only to confectioneries. 


Will Not Exempt Wine. 

Another important amendment to the bil 
agreed upon by the commitfee, would re- 
peal an act passed in 1890 exentpting brandies 
used by manufacturers to Yortify grape 
wines from the general intérnal revenue 
tax. This amendmem, it is estimated, will 
increase the government revenue by $7,000,- 
000 a year. 

The committee tonight -had completed all 
the schedules, and Senator Kern, the ma- 
jority leader, issued a call for a Democratic 
senatorial caucus next Friday.

British possession certain members of the 
cabinet speciated in Marconi securities. 

These charges appeared in detail in a num- 
ber of weekly papers, one in particular being 
the Eye Witness. Less than two weeks ago 
the editors of the Eye Witness were found 
guilty of libel in publishing these charges 
and were fined £500. 

Six months ago a paper published in Paris 
printed a story from ite London correspond- 
ent naming Lloyd-George and Sir Rufus 
Isaacs as participating in this speculation. 
Proceedings were brought in London against 
the Paris paper, and when the cage came to 
trial the French editor acknowledged that he 
could offer:.no verification of the allegation 
and apologized. 

Charges Bring On Inquiry. 

About this time thé rumors and charges be- 
came go general thata parliamentary inquiry 
was ordered. Evidence has been taken for 
the last five or six months. The principal! wit- 
nesses, of course, were Lloyd-George and Sir 
Rufus Isaacs. They swore that they had not 
invested one penny in the English Marconi 
company, but admitted a speculation in 
American Marconi, a high official of which 
was Sir Rufus Igmacs’ brother. Another 
member of the government, the master of 
Elibank, was also involved in the scandah 
He has been in South America for some time, 
and until ten days ago kept absolutely silent, 
but within a week he has admit by cable 
that he used party funds for the speculation. 

Incidentally, Lloyd-George testified that his 
speculation had not been an unqualified finan- 
cial success. Sir Rufus Isaacs, however, 
seemed to have been more fortunate from a 
monetary: point of view . 

In testifying before the parliamentary com- 
mittee and in’the various court actions, both 
Lioyd-George and Sir Rufus Isaacs swore re- 
peatédly that they had done nothing wrong 
and denied any speculation other than in 
American Marconis.

More than $6,200,000 Waiting 
to Be Spent as Soon as 0’Con- 
nor Bill Is Signed. 


CHICAGO LAGS BEHIND. 


Amount So Far Expended by U. 
S. Least, in Proportion, of 
All Lake Cities. : 


More than $6,200,000 is actually waiting to 
be spent on a Chicago harbor. Most of it has 
been waiting for two years, and allof it more 
than fourteen months. 

The votersof Chicago haveapproved a bond 
issue of $5,000,000 for harbor construction, 
and the federal government hase set aside 
$1,211,106 for aiding in the same work. The 
bonds can be sold whenever the city is ready 
to start work, and the government has $350,- 
000 of its share so that it can be used at once. 

So the actual spending of the money will be 
atarted in a short time, unless Gov. Dunne 
vetoes the O'Connor harbor act, which has 
passed both houses of the general! assembly. 

No municipal construction scheme has had 


@uch a rosy financial owtlook in recent years. . 


Usually Chicago has more legal power-than 
financial resources to carry out ite eonstruc- 
tion ideas, 


U. 8S. Ready with More Money. 

Even more money can be obtained if neces- 
gary from the federal government, in the 
opinion of Congressman Gallagher, member 
of the rivers and harbors committee of the 
lower house. The government has been 
stingy with Chicago on harbor money for 
many years, but the congressman asserted 
last week that this is because the city has 
not had a well defined program. 

More money by $500,000 has been spent én 
the Cleveland harbor than on the Chicago 
harbor, Chicago river, Calumet harbor, and 
the Calumet river. The government’s total 
expenditures on the Cleveland harbor has 
been $6,920,000, while the total on the four 
harbors in Chicago has been $6,386,723. 

The government's first expenditures start- 
ed in 1833, and between that date and 1870, 
when the commerce had increased to 3,000,- 
000 tons yearly, a total of $446,000 was spent 
by the government. Since then the govern- 
ment has expended $2,126,554 and is willing to 
spend $1,211,000 more when the city 
work. 


Commerce Reaches 4,000,000 Tons. 

The present commerce credited by the gov- 
ernment to the Chicago harbor proper is 
about 4,000,000 tone. The exact figures for 
1911, the last given in the federal statistica 
is 4,025,576 tone In 1892 the amount was 
8.000.000 tonsa. 

The Cleveland harbor for 1911 te credited 
with a total of 10,840,760, but this is a de- 
crease of 2,436,546 tons from the year pre- 
vious, 

The Calumet harbor has about 7,000,000 
tons lake commerce annually, according to 
the government officials, who see proepects 
of ite growing with proper encouragement. 

As compared with Michigan City the 
amount spent on Chicago seems small. That 
little city has lake commerce of approximate- 
ly 27,00 tons a year, and on the development 
of its harbor the government spen: $1,043,402 
between 1696 ana 1012, dn 1908 a new harbor 
project for that town was approyed of which 
the estimated cost was $1,568,700. 


Even St. Joe Got $765,226. 

The St. Joseph har , Which has lake com- 
merce of 188,000 tons a year, has received 
$765,226 in government aid and has another 
project under way which It is estimated will 
cost $398,516. 

Of more than a score of lake ports named 
in the reports of the war department not one 
was found which has not in proportion to size 
received more government aid in the last 
dozen. yeare for harbor development than 


Chicago. 


Theaters Forced to Ventilate, 


Health department inepectore have brought 
about improvements in the ventilation of eighty- 
three theaters during the last tem months. Com-

A BOULEVARD, NOT A GARAGE. 

The Automobile club has protested 
against the parking of automobiles in Mici- 
igan boulevard. 

In this protest they speak not selfishly for 
the automobilist but for the city. 

If Michigan boulevard is to be what it 
should be, a thing of pride and beauty, one 

of the world’s great public show places, it 
Cannot remain a garage. The row of cars 
down the center of this splendid avenue is 
‘an Offense to the eye which almost nullifies 
the money and thought and taste spent and to 
be spent upon making this one of the most 
imposing drives in the world. 

The problem of parking is not an easy 
one to solve. But this is most certainly not 
the solution which Ghicago can accept. The 
park and, city authorities should take the 
situation under consideration and devise 
some plan more compatible with the public 
convenience and the city’s appearance. 
Mayor Harrison suggested a subsurface 
garage under Grant park, and the Automo- 
bile club indorses the idea. This may,be 
the needed inspiration. The park commis- 
sioners would do well to look into its pos- 
sibilities. 

COMFORT STATIONS. 

It is one of the paradoxes of American 
civilization that while as individuals we 
are the most practical people on earth we 
show so little of that trait in the management 
of our civic and communal affairs. By 
comparison with BHuropean cities ours ar2 
greatly mismanaged. What we here ac- 
claim as reforms are frequently things that 
in Europe have long been matters of ron- 
tine. . Public comfort stations in city streets 
are an illustration. 

¢ Every European city has public comfort 
stations. The construction of such stations 
is a part of city planning. In the United 


States New York aud ane or two other east- 


ern cities alone have some sort of a pro- 
Vision along that line. Chicago, the next 
largest city on the American contiuent, has 
less provision than many a viliage in the 
heart of Asiatic Russia. 

Such neglect is all the more unexplaira- 
ble in view of our activity along lines of 1 
disease prevention. Our health depaftment 
is straining its energies to eradicate every 
known source of disease. Yet there can be 
no greater contributory cause to ill nealth 
thanthis. Various reform agencies are con- 
tinually deploring the growth of drunken- 
ness in this country. Yet -we in Chicago 
are daily forcing scores of thousands of men 
and boys into saloons’ because of the city’s 
neglect to make provisions for public com- 
fort, 


THE CURRENCY BILL.

Must it year after year submit to the per- 
plexities and vexations of an insufficient and 
obstructive constitution? 

The determination of this question rests 
with the house of representatives. 

With one roll call the legislature can make 
itself important in state history. , 

The house of tepresentatives has the 
chance. It can pass the resolution submit- 
ting the proposal for a constitution. 


FOR WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 

Two bills affecting the welfare of women 
workers remain for disposition in the house 
and senate respectively. 

The bill amending the ten hour iaw for 
women to exempt canneries, passed by the 
senate, whicly has shown a reactionary dis- 
position on hours $f work measures, should 
be killed in the house, It permits a maxi- 
mum of seventy hours a week, providing for 
half hour rests between every five and one- 
half hour shifts, but not otherwise probib- 
iting overstrain. 

If the state has an interest in preventing 
the breaking down of women by excessive 
work under press¥re-—and the Supreme 
court of the state, to say nothing of that of 
the nation, has affirmed this interest —then 
bills like this are bad. The exemption is 
claimed on the ground that cannery products 


are perishable. 
should not take long to decide which the 
state should protect. 

Meanwhile the house has passed up tothe 
senate a bill restricting women’s labor to 
fifty-four hours a week, an averaze of nine 
hours for sit¥@days. The senate killed a sim- 
ilar bill recently. It would do well to re- 
consider and accept the house measure. 

Another social justice bill, or, rather, a 
social efficiency bill, provides for further 
checking up on childreb over the compulsory 
school age, but not at work. This is “ the 
dangerous age,” aod our failure te bridge it 
safely has been a costly failure. As a piece 
of constructive social legislation this bill 
should pass.

HIGH TYPHOID RATES. 

OR many years American cities have 
been condemned for/ their high 
typhoid rates. To: préve that such 
rates were not necessary it has 
been the custom to quote the rates 

of European cities. Certain German cities 

have served particularly as object lessons. 

The rate used is the number of deaths 

for each 100,000 population. The group 

of European cities cited is composdd of 
those having a rate of less than 10. Occa- 
sionally a city has had a lower rate than 

1, and many cities have maintained a rate 

of less than 5 for a series of years; but 

10 has served as a boundary to the honor 


88. 

Quarreling with the rated of American 
cities has been an unpleasant task. It has 
brought many good citizens into bad. odor. 
His neighbors have become unfriendly ; his 
fellow citizens have at times abused and 
maligned him—yet he has been a useful 
citizen—far ‘more so than those who have 
lied about him and abused him. 


— 

We learn from the Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical association that fifteen Amer- 
ican cities were in the horior class in 1912. 
They were Cambridge, Paterson, Cleveland, 
Worcester, Newark, Bridgeport, Seattle, 
Chicago, Cincinnati, Jersey City, Boston, 
Seranton, Oakland, Lowell. and New York. 

Of these, Cambridge and Paterson had a 
rate of less than 5. But séven of these 
have been in the honor class for two years, 
and but one for seven years. Pittsburgh 
and Philadelphia are just outside the honor 
class, but their improvement has been so 
rapid and they are now so near the limit 
that they will certainly get in within a few 
years, if not this year. 

There ara those that hold that no southe, 
ern city can reach a rate lower than 20, 
and yet we find New Orleans with 14—a 
drop from 36, the average of the five pre- 
ceding years. 

It is evident that the agitation is bear- 
ing fruit. A small group of American 
cities are comparing favorably with Ger- 
man cities. Within five years the honor 
class will be so large that the bars will be 
put up. Nobody will be considered in ex- 
cept those with a rate lower than 5.

In the meanwhile the army has been 
doing much better stifl. No Europegn city 
has had anywhere near so low a typhoid 
rate as the United States army has had 
since 1910. During those years a large 
part of the troops have been stationed in 
the far south. The good record made by 
them proves what can be done, and con- 
firms the opinion that the typhoid rates of 
the best governed American cities will 
equal those of the best Eufopean cities 
within less than a’ decade, which means 
that the people living in cities with high 
rates should quarrel the harder. They 
have the right to demand that their fam- 
ilies shall be as safe as Cincinnati, Cleve- 
land, and Chicago have made their families.

THE LONDON °BUSMAN STORY. 

BY HENRY JAMES. 

We, let me ask, what are we, the choicer 
of spirits as well as the more frugal if not 
the undeservedly impoverished, what, I ask, 
are we to do now that the hansom has dis- 
appeared, as they say, from the London 
streets and the taxicab so wonderfully yet 
extravagantly taken its place? Is there, 
indeed, else left for us than the homely but 
hallowed ‘bus, as we abbreviatedly yet all 
so affectionately term it—the "bua of one’s 
earlier days, when London was new to the 
unjaded sensorium and “ Europe” was so 
wonderfully, so beautifully dawning on 
one’s so avid and sensitive consciousness? 

And fate, which has left us the "bus— 
but oh, in what scant and shabby measure! 
—has left us, too, the weather that so 
densely yet so congruously “ goes with it” 
-~the weather adequately enough denoted 
by the thick atmosphere, the slimy pave- 
ments, the omnipresent unfurled umbrella 
and the stout, elderly woman intent upon 
gaining, at cost of whatever risk or strng- 
gle, her place and portion among the moist 
miscellany to whom the dear old ‘bus—— 
But perhaps I have lost the thread of my 
sentence. 

Ah, yes—that “stout, elderly woman”: 
so superabundant whether as a type or’as 
an individual; so prone—or “ liable '"—to 
impinge tyrannously upon the~ conscious- 
ness of her fellow-traveller, and in no less 
a degree upon that of the public servant 
who, from his place aloft, guides, as it .is 
phrased, the destinies of the conveyance.

By the 
filling in of the lake shore and the extend- 
ing of the land boundary many blocks to the 
north Lincoln park’s original area has been 
nearly doubled. 

If the south park commissioners should 
plan ap enlargement of, Jackson park they 
would be forced to depend upon jake filling 
for additional acres, A few years ago the lake 
shore from Ffifty-first boulevard to Fifty- 
sixth street—the present north boundary of 
the park—was an unbroken stretch of grass 
and wild flowers, having an average width. 
of perhaps 400 feet. Had the territory been 
acquired it would have given, togethe;: with 
the submerged riparian area, a magnilicent 
auxiliary park connecting the main park with 
Fifty boulevard, and lending itself to 
the projected scheme of an outer parkway 
connecting Jackson, Grant and Lincoln parts.

“Twelve states now demand certificates of 
health from a physician. At last fathers and 
mothers are coming to the rescue of their 
sons and daughters.” 

Dean Sumner said millions of women in 
this country are facing starvation wages be- 
cause competition is*so keen. Little can be 
accomplished in reform, he said, until the 
problem of a minimum wage is settled by 
commissions with large discretionary powers.

So the ice cream «which we consume in greater 
quantities on July 4 tham perhaps at any 
other time in the year is a preparation of just 
the exact age as our great republic, and, while 
we are shouting “hurrah for the red, white, 
and blue,” we can add a little cheer for ice 
cream. 

The author of the above information says: 
“The ices, also the divers iced preparations, 
stimulate the stomach and produce an agree- 
ably refreshing sensation, but they should 
never be taken when one is in a perspiration.” 

The general directions for making ices in the 
Belgian way are much the same as ours, but 
the American ice cream freezer is not men- 
tioned in the above referred to book as it is in 
many European cookery books. The frequent 
use Of a wooden spatula to scrape off the 
frozen mass that adheres to the sides of the 
freezer is recommended, and the nearer the 
process is completed the mare often this should 
be removed. 

It is sufficiently frozen when it is of the con- 
sistency of half firm butte& It is then packed 
in a container surrounded with ice and salt. 

The exact directions for packing are as fol- 
lows: Put a block of wood or a brick or a 
stone in the bottom of a wooden pail; powder 
this with coarse salt, and@ place the covered 
container on the center of this support. Fill in 
the ice around it in layers of two inches, or a 
little more; powder. these hayers copiously with 
coarse salt and a little saltpeter, and heap ice 
finally over the receptacle containing the_ice. 
Saltpeter is no longer ¢onsidered {ndispensable 
for the freezing, salt alone being snfficient.

VANIL ICE (Glacé aA la Vanille).—Put 
into a saucepan seven-eighths of a quart of 
milk and seven-tenths of a pound of sugar with 
a piece of vanilla (we should have to use the 
flavoring extract). Cover and let it get hot on 
the side of the stove. Beat ten or twelve yolks 
of fresh eggs, and add to these on a low fire, 
little by little, the milk, stirring continually 
and especially not allowing it to boil. Pass the 
cream through a finé sieve and let it get cold. 
Turn it then into the cold receiver and freeze, 
Serve with thin vanilla wafers. 

The ways of serving mentioned are three: In 
glasses, in ice cream shells, or on-a folded 
napkin.

ICE PLOMBIERE.—Prepare a vanilla ice as 
above. When it is half frozen mix in it five 
or six tablespoons of whipped cream. Then 
finish the freezing until it is firm and smooth. 


ICE PLOMBIERE WITH FRUITS.—Make a 
plombiére cream like the above, and then mix 
in with it’a little more than a third of a pound 
of candied fruit; cut in little dice and soaked 
in a glass of good kirsch. Finish as above, 

ICE CREAM OF CREAM.—Dissolve a scant 
two-fifths of a pound of sugar in a scant pint 
of sweet cream; flavor with vanilla and pass 
the composition through a sieve. Freeze, Mix 
with it some tablespoons of sweetened and firm- 
ly whipped cream. 

COFFED ICE CREAM.—Melt seven-tenths of 
a pound of sugar in a pint of milk and add a 
pint of infusion of good coffee. Beat up the 
yolks of ten eggs; thin with the sweetened 
liquid and cook gently until thick. Pass 
through a sieve. Let it. get throughly cold, 
freeze, and add some tablespoons. of whipped 
cream. This ice must be well worked.

How to Save Scorched Lard. 

“J see that one of your friends is in trouble 
over scorched lard. I will tell her how the lard 
may be saved; that is, I will tell you how the 
market man would save it if it happened to 
him. Tell your Cornerite to take, say, two 
pounds, mix with two pounds of leaf lard and 
put it over a slow fire to keep from burning. 
Cut the leaf lard in small pieces to make it 
melt more quickly, and into the kettle put one 
large onion and one potato. After the lard has 
been boiled sufficiently etrain through a cloth 
and let it cool. If the results are satisfactory, 
all the lard may be saved in the same way.

LAD FINDS HAPPINESS. 


Says He Doesn’t Know Any Other 
Papa and Wants to Be Left 
~ gn New Home. 


“His name is Joseph Arnold. Take him 


and good luck iv you.” 

It happened that way more than three 
years ago on a Van Byren street car when 
“Joseph Arnold,” t scarcely more than 
7 years old, found a new home and a big 
hearted father, Martin Scanlan, 1723 Barry 

avenue, veteran motorman of the Chicago 

Railways company. 

Joseph is happy. The sad days of long 
azo when he was cuffed and kicked around 
in a “home*’’ somewhere in Chicago are al- 
most forgotten. The journey downtown on 
that da; when he found a new mother, who 

has since cared lovingly for him, is still vivid- 

ly impressed on his memory, and the tattered 
- overcoat with which he tried to keep warm 

when the man he called father left the car 
at Winchester avenue is still one of his few 
possessions of long ago. The boy 1s now 
about 10 years old and a pupil in the sixth 
grade at St. Andrew's parochial school, Ad- 
dison street and Hermitage avenue. 


Fail to Discover Identity. 

Whether Joseph, who recently was adopted 
by Motorman Scanian, was kidnaped or 
given away by a brutal father is not known. 
Careful search of the columns of the news- 
papers for months afterwards failed to dis- 
close any information that would reveal his 
identity, according to Scanlan, and only a 
vague fear exists at the Barry avenue home 
that he may be claimed. If his parents ap- 
pear Joseph will have two homes, for he will, 
always be welcome at “ Father Scanlan's.’ 

It was on March 30, 1910, that Joseph, 
dressed in clothing that failed to keep out 
the biting wind, was half dragged onto the 
front platform of the car. Motorman Scan- 
Pan was busy, but he overheard a little of the 
conversation of the man who held tightly 


to Joseph's hand. 


No Room for Beat,” Says Father. 

“He's going to any one who will take the 
pest,”” was the way the man expressed him- 
self. I’ve been married a second time and 
there’s no room for this little brat at home 
now.” 

Motorman Scanlan turned his head. Sev- 
eral passengers stood near, but no attention 
was paid to the shivering child, whose head 
barely reached above the rail that shields 
the motorman. Tears were running down 
the little fellow’s face and he was sobbing 
as though his heart would break. 

“You want him?’ questioned the father 
of Scanlan, when he saw Scanlan was tak- 
ing passing interest in the scene. “ I’m not 
particular. Do you want the boy?” 

‘‘Yes,”’ came the answer. “I'll take him 
rather than see him peddled away like a 
dog. You'te a fine fellow to be talking like 
that, but I'll relieve you of further responsi- 
bility. My wife will be glad to have him, 
too, and so will Randall, my only boy.” 


“Take Him and Good Luck.” 

"Good for you. His name is Joseph Ar- 
pold. Take him and good luck to you.” 

Next day Joseph and Randall were bundled 
off to school, Joseph wearing a suit that 
had been reduced in size and that had long 
done service for Randall. That was three 
years ago. The boys have sifice then worn 
clothing of similar texture, and neighbors 
assert that of the two Joseph has had a 
shade the best of it. 

“I don’t remember my other home,” said 
Joseph, “‘and I don’t want to. I’m happy 
here and I hope they only leave me alone 
now.

Please don't 
say any one is ever going to take me away 
from him and mamma. My first papa didn’t 
want me and now I don’t ever avant to see 
him. I remember when he was trying to 
give me away downtown every one said I 
was too small. Papa Scanlan didn't think 
so. I'm growing up to be afvood man some 
day and I will try and take dare of him, just 
as he has me.”

Many negro depositors in the defunct 
** Home Security Savings bank " experienced 
as much difficulty yesterday itm finding the 
bank as the etockholders did in getting a 
statement from William D. Neighbors, cash- 
ler. 

A dozen or more who had deposited their 
savings each week were unanimous that all 
private banks should be under etate super- 
vision. It was learned about $5,000 had been 
depoaited by negroes. Few of them ever re- 
covered any of the money. 

A sign om the door stated the bank had 
moved to 8§1g South State street. At that 
address an officer of the receiver etood at the 
door of a building in which a few fixtures 
were stored. Neighbors, cashier and asso- 
ciate of John Worthington, alleged Sing Sing 
graduate, could not be found. The depositors 
were given no information about the chance 
of recovering their savings. 


Carpenter Deposits $1,500, 

T. Sheffey, a carpenter and builder at 2449 
Wabash avenue, deposited $1,500 in the 
“bank” when it first started, 

“I gave it to Neighbors,” Sheffey said, 
“ when he told me that he had made arrange- 
ments to clear with a downtown bank. He 
wae operating in the American building, at 
2728 Wabash avenue. Then he moved, and I 
learned of Worthington’s connection with 
the ‘ bank.’ I tried to draw out the money. 
1 couldn't get much and turned the account 
over to Jesse Binga, banker at Thirty- 
seventh and State streeta. Binga wes un- 
able to collect,” 

The building at 8613 State street is said to be 
owned by Ald. George Harding. Neighbors 
is said to have a five year lease on that build- 
ing. 

A. F. Codozoe, a partner of Tenan Jones at 
2080 State street, deposited a small amoum. 
When he tried to check it out he was told the 
check would have to be held a day or two. 
Finally $15 was paid. 


Gave Wife $10 on $50 Check,

TALKS OF TARIFF 


International Official Con. 
demns United States’ Treaty 
Agreements with Nations. 


COMPANY LOSES TRADE. 


Alleged Discrimination by 
France Alone Cuts Export 
Business $240,000 in Year. 


The foreign commercial policy of the United 
States with respect to treaty niaking and 
tariff! was criticised yesterday by 
Haney, chief of the foreign department of 
the Internationa] Harvester company. 

Mr. Haney testified in behalf of hie com- 
pany at the hearing of the government’s anti- 
trust sult against the Harvester company 
before Special Examiner Robert 8. Taylor 
in the federal building. He said the com- 
pany hed suffered because the government 
had failed to insist on placing the United 
States in the clage of “ most favored na- 
tions "’ so American products could be ad- 
mitted to foreign countrieson a tariff footing 
with other nations. 

“Mr. Heaney do you find there is lack of 
protection on the sales of products of the In- 
ternational Harvester company in its foreign 
sales?’ asked William D. McHugh, counsel 
for the defendant company. 

“ Yes, there is,’ said the witness, 

Tells of Discrimination. 

* Has that lack of protection been a handi- 
cap?” 

“ Yes, it has been a distinct handicap. Is 
France, for instance, prior to the enactment 
of the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill, there was 6 
charge of 15 francs a hundred kilos on our 
products, as against a tariff of 9 france on 
importations of harvesting machinery from 
other countries. 7 

“ The enactment of the Payne-Aldrich bill 
remedied these conditions somewhat, but not 
nearly so much as it was expected it would. 
France and other countries got around our 
insistence that American products be ad- 
mitted under a minimum tariff by raising the 
minimum.

“In 1907 we figured up the cost of this dis- 
erimination against us and found that in 
France alone it amounted to more than $240,- 
000. We ‘were compelled to pay a $9 higher 
tariff on binders than any other country ex- 
porting to France. We paid $5 more on reap- 
ers, $4 more on mowers, and $2.50 more on 
hay rakes.”

He submitted figures showing that the 
company exported in 1012, 68,143 binders, 
62,834 reapers, 57.587 mowere, 32,307 hay 
rakes, and 20,910 tone of binding twine

The board of assessors will compound pen- 
akies next year.

By this means 
the board hopes to compel those who save 
money by refusing to.declare their property 
to bear their proportionate burden of taxa~- 
tion. 

‘* About 99 per cent of those who do not file 
and are penalized.” said Secretary Koraleski 
yesterday, “‘do so because they can save 
money that way. It’s cheaper, penalty 
all, for many business men than to list 
property. 

“ We are going to compound penalties next 
year and the year after. A man penalized 
$30,000 this year would havee $45,000 penalty 
placed against him next year. This will make 
their taxes more commensurate with, their 
holdings.”

IRE INSURANCE COMPANIES 
TO CONTINUE TEXAS BUSINESS. 


Sixty of the 118 Concerns Doing Busi- 
ness in the State Deny Report of 
Withdrawal.

New York, June 18.—Representatives of 
sixty of the 118 fire insurance companies do- 
ing business in Texas met here today to dis- 
cuss recent legislation there. When the meet 
ing ended the chairman, Henry E. Reese, 
vice president of the Avtna Insurance eom- 
pany of Hartford, Conn., announced that the 
companies would continue in business in the 
state. He denied reports that the compa- 
mies: had withdrawn from. Texas had’ been 
discussed. 

What had been discussed, he declared, was 
whether the Fire Prevention. association of 
Texas, with headqdarters at Dallas, should 
be reéstablished in view of legislation taking 
from the companies a voice in rate making. 

Some ofthe companies, he asserted, Had 
thought it would be well to revive.the asse- 
ciation, which had been inactive for several 
years, so that the fire insurance conmipanies 
might act through it in concert should action 
become necessary hereafter. It was decided 
‘inadvisable at the present time’ to: re 
establish the association. 

Unofficial reports were that some of the 
companies, dissatisfied with the “ technical 
defense’ and “‘ anti co-insurance " laws re- 
cently enacted by the Texas legislature and 
by recent rulings of the state insurance com- 
mission, contemplated withdrawing from the 
state. No such intention, Mr. Reese said, was 
announced today.
